Historic Boston Commons has once again come 
3$*to the limelight, this time as th| scene of a re­ 
markable sale. It seems that a well disposed cit­ 
izen of the “Hub of the Universe,” conceived the 
Idea that if he would put a lot of jobless men on 
an auction block, and by offering their services to 
the passers bidding the highest, he would arouse 
the *ndtion to the evils of unemployment and inci­ 
dentally get some jobs for his dependants .One 
able bodied man of the bunch was reported not to 
have worked for over a year. There is no disposi­ 
tion to doubt the truth of the stitement, or to 
question the causes of such unemployment, at 
this writing; it might be put out however, as gen­ 
eral information that jobs must first of all exist 
in the mind and imagination of the joblew, 
If the able bodied Bostonian referred to had 
seen a fgw more jobs in his mind’s eye, especially 
some d6&n on the farm ,or rather out West dur­ 
ing the grain harvest, he might have been more 
successful in annexing one or more of them. 
When times are barren of good jobs, is the time 
to see how productive the mind can be made in 
the task of devising ways and means for making 
a livelihood. . 
The story used to be told during times of de­ 
pression in the past, of a man, who asked for a 
j°b, and when told none existed, asked his future 
employer to make him a job. Another story went 
the rounds of how a young man was refused em­ 
ployment ; but as he left his future employer saw 
him reach down and pick up a pin. Arguing that 
a person who was so thoughtful and saring, would 
make a good worker, he was recalled and hired. 
There is, and should always be, the greatest con­ 
sideration of any and all who may be out of em­ 
ployment. Especially as when there are no qse- 
fui tasks, mischevious exploits are apt to be at­ 
tempted. The quieter the workshops of the na­ 
tion, the greater are the tasks wrought for evil. 
Unajm^oyment is the beginning of waste and de- 
wNttibfl. Without useful things to plan and do, 
ihind becomes soft and inactive. Vitality and 
iveness never have and never will be the 
possessions of the idle. Sacrifice in the bounds of 
reason, is too great to suffer on order to connect 
with a job of the right kind.

A wiser politician than any of those 
Unftcting that Mr. Underwood would be “saved 
out” so as to attack the Republicans of the con­ 
ference, said hundreds of years ago—“if we wish 
to destroy a government, become a part of it.”

Richard H. Hanna, member of the State Su­ 
preme Court for seven years, one of which he 
served as chief justice, is the choice of -the Demo­ 
crats.

Mexico politics. Bursum has been defeated twice 
for governor and Hanna was defeated,for governor 
last year, although he ran 7,500 ahead of James 
M, Cox, the Democratic candidate for President. 
The Republicans are going to bat on the re­ 
cord of the Harding administration, and the Dem­ 
ocrats have joined issue with alacrity. National 
questions alone are being debated and the heavy 
artillery of both parties has been turned ! loose 
upon the.state.

The democrats are fighting for more than a 
Senate seat. That of itself would avail them little 
in the face of the overwhelming Republican ma­ 
jority.

As a matter of fact, the result in New Mexico 
robably will have little or no bearing on the na- 
ional situation. Forty-five per cent of the popu­ 
lation is Mexican or pf Mexican descent. Eighty- 
five per cent of this vote is Republican. Incensed 
at some of the actions of Senator Bursum, this 
Mexican faction has placed a hyphenated ticket in 
the iield. 
New Mexico is debatable territory, 
with

normal tendency to go Republican. 
From 1904 
to 1910, it went Republican regularly by healthy 
majorities. In 1911, the Democrats captured the 
governorship and in 1912 Wilson carried the state, 
although the combined Republican and Bull Moose 
vote was 5,000 in excess of the Democratic vote. 
In 1914, the Republicans elected the congress­ 
man* by 4,000, but in 1916 the Democrats cafried 
thfe state agdin, and elected a United States Sen­ 
ator. In 1918, the Republicans elected a Senator. 
In 1920, Harding carried the state by 11,000, 
the largest plurality ever given to a candidate of 
rom r party.' The Republican candidate for Con­ 
gress received a plurality of 5,200. 
Tbe Democrats, naturally, would be satisfied 
with any appreciable dimunition of the Harding 
plurality. A Democratic victory would be a party 
reviver, but, because of the injection of the Mex­ 
ican issue, a clear majority over all must be re­ 
corded for Judge Hanna in order to insure the 
full fruits of victory.—Nashville Tennessean.

Welch, state health officer, Saturday 
whereby persons bitten by rabid dogs 
may be given the pasteur treatment 
in their own homes and by their own 
physicians. 
The new plan will be effective at 
once and in the future it will not be 
necessary for persons to come to the 
state pasteur institute here and re­ 
main tewcnty-one days. For many 
years the pasteur institute has treated 
from one to forty persons each day. 
Every person bitten has been foreed 
to remain in the city for three weeks 
as only one treatment can be admin­ 
istered each day. The health depart­ 
ment 
has 
made 
an 
arrangement 
whereby the treatments will be placed 
in twenty one doses, each being, in a 
glass receptacle and bearing a num­ 
ber. 
When a report is received that 
a person has been bitten the health 
department will order one treatment 
to the family doctors. 
A charge of 
twenty dollars will be made against 
. those who are able to pay while ar­ 
rangements will be made to furnish 
free treatment to indigent*. 
When a 
physician treats an indigent patient 
he will receive a fee of ten dollars 
from the state.
